12-Year-0ld Lad

on, fellers, catch a bigger one if
you can” That is the challenge
iesued by Billy Hoffman, 12-year-
old son of Mr. and Mrs. P. T. Hoff-
man of 2806 South Hobart boule-
vard, Los Angeles.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 19—On
September 1 the advance guard of
an army of 800 construction men
will begin building the third
220,000-volt transmission line be-
tween the Big Creek-San Juan
River power house of the Southern
California Edison Company and
the city of Los Angeles, covering
a distance of 231 miles, at a cost
of approximately $11,000,000. The
electrical carrying capacity of the
new line will be 200,000 horsepower.
The announcement that all of the
details for this big undertaking
had been completed was made by
Executive Vice-President and Gen-
eral Manager R. H. Ballard, fol-
lowing a meeting of the engineering
committee of the company today
at which jthe last details of the
project were decided upon,

Anticipate Growth

The new transmission line will
begin carrying power from the
High Sierras to Southern and Cen-
tral Califernia by Jan. 1, 1927,
when the enormous growth in the
demand will require additional
transmission. The industrial sur-
vey of the Edison-served territory
commenced by Mr, Ballard several
years ago shows that the time has
arrived for preparing for the year
1927, The: executive vice-president
in making the announcement to-
day called attention to the increase
of over 148,000 horsepower for
lighting, industrial and agricultural
expansion during the year ending
July 1, 1925.

Of the $11,000,000 which this line
and auxiliary buildings with equip-
ment will cost, nearly $6,000,000
will be expended for land, labor,
supplies and material purchased
locally. The labor on the job will
require the expenditure of approxi-
mately $3,000,000 for wages.

Will Buy Locally

The enormous construction work
of the Edison Company since it
began active operations on its Big
Creek-San Joaquin River proper-
ties shortly after the war, has re-
sulted in the location of plants for
the manufacture of electrical equip-
ment on the coast, which makes
possible the purchasing of far more
California-made material for this
line than was possible when the
original Big Creek-San Joaquin line
was built; as ,for example, it will
be possible to purchase a large
portion of the steel towers from
a new plant which is located on
the coast. All of the insulators for
the line will be made by another
concern which is also located’ on
the coast. The manufacture of
line hardware, which consists of
the equipment for attaching the
conductor to the tower, is an im-
portant’ branch of the electrical
industry and heretofore has been
confined to the east. Local manu-
facturers- have been induced to
install the required machinery and
the hardware used in this line: will
be .made in their establishments.

Roads To Be Built

Over 80 miles of new road, in
addition to the existing highways,
will have to be built by the South-

will also be an expenditure of

three-quarters of a million dollars
for switching stations, ono located
at Magunden in the San Joaquin

270,000 pounds sugar, 26,000 gal-
lons canned vegetables, \ 30,000
pounds dried vegetables, 143,000
pounds fresh vegetables, 400,000
pounds potatoes, 270,000 pounds
fresh beef, 450,000 pounds fresh
pork, 56,000 pounds fresh veal,

60,000 pounds assorted meats, 45,000
pounds bacon, 60,000 pounds ham,
The transportation of a total
tonnage of 8500 tons of material
in addition to conveying the men
